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1. Dubjeot visited Dr Kl on,. 5 Feb 1966 from 17.15 to 18.45 hrs. 
He came in company of Morye, lnu, nis driver whom Dr K1 had also invited 
to the apartment. The latter showed a ^conspicuous respect ?, for Subject 
and practically took no part in conversation. All the talking (did Subjec| 
himself. 



Z. Subject stressed at the very beginning that Dr K1 should start 
immediately with preparation of her re-visit to Kiev, She is expected there 
together with a large group and it woulci^a terrible mistake on her part if 
she would miis the occasion. Subject and his friends in Kiev, those like 
TRONKG.KOLOSoOVA and others, put great hopes on her arrival as they were 
convinced that Dr K1 and her emigre friends would do a good job in 
convincing "the others" ,both in Kieb and Moscow, to meet at least half-way 
Dr K1 ' s demands and wishes. Tfl.NKO returned from the States and Canada 
with a completely different notion as to what was necessary to be dome in 
the realm of cultural exchange than before, and to a great extent this was 
definitely to be attributed to Dr Kl. "You convinced myself ,'TiiONKO, 
Koloesova, Palamarchuk and many others who came here, so now, please ,go 
to Kiev and convince other people as well". " 1 am sure you will do a 
wonderful job there" - he concluded. In his opinion Dr Kl had already misse 
a great op, ortunity by no^ visiting Ukraine last year/ just as he and 
his friends had recom ended. 

The big er the gr up aocompanying Dr Kl the better. While she and 
her close friends would conduct negotiations and talks with various 
peraobalitiftH In Kiev and Moscow, the others would attesi vc *. tu-rui— : •> — . 

interests. Thus engineer# would go to Donbas aud Kharkov , physicians would 
visit mo deal centers in Odessa and Kiev or whereever they would like to 
go, scholars should meet with Academicians at the Academy of Sciences and 
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certainly understands chat "they" (in Kiev and Moscow) have also to 
prepare many things in advance. Therefore he would like to have Dr Kl's 
answer aB soon as possible. 

While in Kiev or Lviv Do K1 and her friends from the clergy \ 
will be able to attend Mass. Subject wanted to know whether the priests undj 
nuns coming with. Dr Kl would mind to reud Maos at churches that belong now 
to^&rthodox Church. ' 

Also in Kiev Subject could speak to LYTVYN of the Com..i±ttee of 
Cults with whom she would discuss churoh affairs. In Subject’s opinion 
any further development in church affairs depended very much on whether 
she could convince or rather win LYTVYN for her side. Subject adued that 
he was sure Dr K1 would succeed. 

Asked what happened with his previous statement to the effect that 
pretty so-n the Ukrainian G atholic Church would,. re-established to the 
status as of 19^7 » Subject replied that there turned out to be still 
some "elements" to be taken into account and in his personal opinion 
it will take somewhat longer , maybe even 2-3 years to reach this phase. 

Again he switched over to Dr Kl's planned trip to Ukraine pointing out 
that her viGit would definitely accelarate the whole business. 

Later on Subject added that the problem of Ukrain?a&°£&urch 
will definitely be discussed by GHOMYKO with the Pope or lutter's 
representatives during former's stay in Home t in Mar 1966. lie indicated 
that precisely in Home many things should be prepared for "final settlement". 
Asked whether GHOMYKO will see Card.SLIPYI , Subject replied that this 
would depend mainly on the Cardinal and his superior moaning the Pope, 

3. According to Subject THONKO "ordered" him to do for Dr K1 
anything she would ask for . Dr Kl asked him then what about her points she 
had conveyed from Card.Slipyi. Subjeot replied that THONKO was just now 
on vacation what was the usual procedure fa* with all big shots returning 
from a trip abroad. At tnia moment Dr Kl made it quite clear to 
Subject that she was not going to start anything with her trip as long aa 
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4. Subject started with explanations that there might) some delays 
in" co uununi oat ion" with Kiev at the present since all wore involved in 
preparations for the 23rd Congres.., 

5. Subject mentioned that on 4 Mar 1966 Prof NEbBAILO is coming to 
New York together with other delegates to the UN Session* Subject himself 
and his friends at the f-iiasion are very busy now with lining up the 
delegates ofether countries to get grof NEDBAILO elected to the chairman 
of the Human Nights Commission of the UN. 

6. According to Subject , KOCHUBEI, his wife and their daughter were 
ail suffering now form heart trokles. 

7* On 9 Feb 1966 Subject visited again Dr K1 . lie came alone 
to the apartment while his driver Boris KACHURENKO ( the different one 
than Boris mentioned in para l) stayed in the car. Subject stayed 
from 11*30 to 15.00 hrs. 

8. Subject asked Dr K1 for getting for him and SHEVCHENKO a teacher 
of English who would come either from Columbia or some other institution 
and could give them separate lessens. He explained that they preferred 
to have someone from an institutaion because in such cases they have leas 
trouble with payments. Also he would like to have a teacher of more or less 
pure Anglo-Saxon stock and with no knowledge of Ruaian or Ukrainian 
to '’insure" against i±ai accents and slipping into Slavic during the 
lessons. Subject wanted to have hiB leasons separately if possiblf because 
SHEVCHENKO w..o 1 ft as advanced in English and bothered him too much with 
qyrst.loiiO in come previous lo sons they had taken together. They would also 
liiie to have their leflaono "cheaper when possible", thus they could not 
afford to pay li 6 or 7 per hour. Actually, ho thought that even 5*- 
wouldhe too much. 

Eater on Subject suggested that his wife could teach Dr K1 Russian 
( this was when Dr K1 mentioned that she trad told that one RujsLan le-son 
was S 7.- ) and ar K1 would give her English lessons. Subject himself 
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no definite answer but promised instead to look for a teacher of English 
for Subject and SHEVCHENKO. 



8. Dr K1 attacked Subjeot for "Nochnye Ptitsy" by Bela*v,to 
be more precis* for Belayev's attacks and Blander against the Metropolitan 
Sheptytekyi , Card.Slipyi ,and th* Ukrainian Patriarchate. 

Subject replied that one should pay no attaention to what BELAYEV was

9. When Dr Kl indicated that she was not only interested 
in church but aleo in political affairs and expressed her concern about 
Russification in the Ukraine, Subject replied that this was exactly the 
subject matter ah* should diacuae with people in Kiev though he persona} 
thought things were getting better. 

Subject himself was writing many times about this problem and only Plooh? 
he had prepared TRONKO *3 report-speeoh , together with 'jfcr<mho , « aecretar; 
he added * which the former read to the Presidium of Supreme Soviet « Ukr 
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"I can assure you that I put in it all the stuff you, Xaremko, Tolopko 
and others have hammered into my head'* - he concluded. "And ( I can tell you • 
Subject continued - that all members of. the Presidium have applauded the 
speech". • . 

10. Subject denied that the status of the Ukr SSR was being 1 diminished 
and described Dr Kl's interpretation of the absense of a Ukrainian Foreign 
Minister as completely wrong. So far there has been no one appointed to this 
post because of the forthcoming 23rd Congress at which it will be finally 
decided who will go from Kiev to Moscow. Thus to avoid new shifts in 
personalities in Kiev "they" decided to wait for the Congrea.. ancl then 
fill Kiev posts with people who will remain in the Ukraine. TRONKO is going 
together with KOLOd OVA ae delegates to the Congreso and if TRONKQ should not 
be. retained in Moscow he would ’probably" be app ointed to the Foreign Minister 
of Ukr dSH.

To repudiate Dr Kl*s arguments Subject said that "pretty soon" 
the UKr SSR will open a few consulates but he refused to specify where and 
when adding smilingly "X already have told you too much". 



11. According to Subject he did not expeot the nationalities problem 
to be given any prominent place at the 23rd Congress. On the contrary , 
eoonomic problems will be in the focus. But Subject expected a further 
increase of Ukrainian element en "responsible positions" in Moscow and 
indicated that to all intents and purposed K0L0SS0VA would be elected 

to the CC CPSU. This did not mean however that she would live Kiev* 

12. Subject oomplained that the Mission had little sucoese with 
lining up the delegates at the UN for NEDBAILO and expected Coataricaa 
candidato to be given preferrence to the former. 

13. Subject at jessed that TRONKQ was deeply interested in maintaining 
oontact with Dr K1 and the latter should not disap oint him. 

lie raised ga^n the matter of hor trip to Ukraine and asked her for preparing 
a list of people who would go with fir Kl. Subject himself would take this 
list to the Embassy in order to avoid any misunderstandings* 
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Dr K1 replied that any further move on the trip will depend an TR0NKQ*B 
answer to the points conveyed by her from the Cardinal and on official 
invitation she would get* As of now, there was no point in discussing, 
the trip at all. h|u. *
